The next thing to do is to look at 
the picture sheet. You will find that 
there are two full page pictures, and 
that pages 3 and 12 are reserved for 
them. They are such fine pictures 
that one is to be used as a frontis- 
piece for the whole book and the 
other for the notebook. It might be 
well for you to cut them out carefully 
now and paste them in the book 
where they belong, so that they may 
not be lost or injured in any way. 
When you paste these or any other 
pictures or maps in the book touch 
only the four corners with paste. 
Settle the picture carefully on the 
page making sure that you have it 
straight, and then press the corners 
until the paste holds. Take pains 
with your writing, and do not let any 
of your work extend beyond the blue 
lines. Unless you leave a good even 
margin the pages will not look well. 
In cutting out a picture always follow 
and keep close to the dark line that 


frames it. In doing this you will 
cut off the name that is printed under 
the picture, but that is given only 
to show you what scene or place is 
represented. When the picture is of 
some part of the story, no name is 
needed, but where, as with this lesson, 
the picture is of a place, it would be 
better to write the name of the place 
under the picture after you have 
pasted it into the book. This one 
shows the hill on which Dothan was 
built, and you can see how the Syrian 
army could surround the city to pre- 
vent Elisha from escaping. 

Of course you understand that the 
daily readings are to be read on the 
days for which they are given. Read 
the lesson story all at one time if pos- 
sible, and early in the week. Some 
time on Sunday after Sunday school 
would be the best time. After read- 
ing the story carefully, read and an- 
swer the test questions. When this 
has been done you are ready to make 
your outline. The best way to do that 
is to lay aside your book, and write 
down the things that were done as 
told in the Lesson Story. When you 
are sure that you have made a good 
outline, write the title of the lesson in 
your notebook. Try the picture on 
the page, paste it where you think 
it will look best, and then write your 
outline neatly with ink. Be careful 
to keep it simply a record of deeds. 
Number the pages of your Book of 
Deeds from 17 to 32.

A RACE IN THE OLDEN TIMES 

It was the second day of the great 
Olympic games. There at the marble 
sill which marked the starting point 
of the race were gathered threescore 
of the finest specimens of manhood 
to be found in all the land, for only 
freeborn Greeks of spotless reputation 
were permitted to enter this contest. 
On the sloping banks of the stadium 
were seated thousands of people who 
were waiting in almost breathless si- 
lence for the starter’s signal. Pres- 
ently a great shout arose as the 
runners sped from the gleaming line, 
which their feet had just spurned, 
toward the other which marked the 
goal. 

Among all that excited throng there 
was one man who sat as if in a dream. 
He saw the young men and gloried in 
their strength. He thought back over 
the ten months which he knew had 
been spent by these men in the most 
rigid training——-months in which they 
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had denied themselves everything 
that might weaken their bodies and 
so lessen their chance of winning the 
race. He thought of the long hours 
they had spent in patient, persevering 
practice in running, and he said to 
himself, “They have been willing to 
do all this for the mere chance of 
being the first of sixty to reach the 
goal.” 


A RACE IN WHICH ALL MAY WIN 

The apostle Paul often wrote and 
spoke in a way which showed that he 
thought of life as a race to be run. 
It seems as if he must have written 
Some of the things that are in our 
daily readings for this week just after 
he had seen one of the Olympic foot 
races. At any rate, he knew all about 
races. He knew’a good deal about 
the race of life, too. He saw that in 
some things the two were alike. In 
both one must be temperate in all 
things in order to win, and the only 
way that strength for either race is 
gained is through patient, persistent 
practice. Both have a starting point 
and a goal, and to the victor in each 
& prize is given. 

But in the Olympic games, no mat- 
ter how many entered, only one could 
win. In the race of life every one is 
certain to win if he keeps pressing to- 
ward the goal, not turning back or 
giving up when he strikes the hard 
places. In any other race a runner 
who stopped to help someone else 
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would lose all hope of winning; but 
in the race of life those who do the 
most to help others are the most 
certain to gain the victory themselves.

THE FIRST TEMPERANCE SOCIETY 

We must go back.for the beginning 
of our story to the time when Elisha 
was still living in Israel. Under Ahab 
and his two sons who succeeded him 
it seemed as if all the people had for- 
saken the true God and become wor- 
shipers of Baal. The land was filled 
with drunkenness and evildoing of all 
kinds. But even in that dark time 
there were some people who had - 
never bowed the knee to any but the 
true God. The leader of this pa- 
triotic, sturdy band was a man named 
Jonadab. He first banded his rela- 
tives together into a society, which he 
named “The Rechabites,’”’ after his 
father, and then invited other people 
to join. 

The purpose was to bring together 
all who wished to stand for the true 
God and right doing. They took a 
pledge in which they promised never 
to drink wine; not to keep farms or 
vineyards; not to live in houses, but 
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in tents; and to gain their living by 
keeping cattle and sheep. In this 
way was formed the first large tem- 
perance society in the world. The 
Rechabites all gave up their homes in 
Israel and went to live in the hills 
that border on the Jordan Valley 
just north of the Dead Sea. 

A little more than a hundred years 
later the northern kingdom fell and 
the people were carried away into 
captivity, but the Rechabites were 
safe in their tents among the Judean 
hills. A hundred and fifty ‘years 
mere went by, and then the tent 
dwellers heard the noise of marching 
hosts and saw the great armies of 
Nebuchadnezzar sweep over the land. 
They knew that the only place where 
they could have any hope of safety 
was inside the walls of Jerusalem, so 
they went to the city and asked and 
received permission to put up their 


. tents in the open spaces.

ALCOHOL AND THE NATION 


If a nation is to be both powerful 
and permanent the majority of its 
people must be strong in body, able 
to think clearly and wisely, and to 
know the right and stand for it. The 
use of alcohol is so certain to weaken 
the body and mind and to destroy 
the moral sense that wherever it is 
used it causes more than one half 
of all the existing crime, disease and 
poverty. In addition to this it is 
said that at one time in our country 
two thousand unnecessary deaths oc- 
curred every day through drink. And 
the amount that was then being 
spent each year for liquor was nearly 


_four times as much as was used to 


build and support the churches of the 
country and to build and maintain all 
of our public schools. It ruins homes, 
it destroys the happiness of families— 
in fact there is not one thing that can be 
said in its favor. It is no wonder that 
men and women who loved God and 
loved their country began long ago to 
fight against this monster evil, or that 
other men and women and boys and 
girls kept up the fight until by consti- 
tutional amendment the saloon was put 
out of business in the United States.

It was often said that our nation 
could not afford to abolish the liquor 
traffic because of the income it brought 
in the form of excise taxes. The Bible 
answer to that is, “Woe to him that 
buildeth a town with blood, and estab- 
lisheth a city by iniquity.” But the 
truth is that no city was ever built up 
by money it received for license fees. 
This is what really happens: New York 
City received in one year from its 
12,500 saloons $5,893,884.39 in excise 
taxes. In that same year the city paid 
out for its public charities, hospitals, 
and other charitable institutions, its 
police force and courts $24,738,660.98. 
If at least one half of that expense is 
chargeable to the saloon, as all people 
who have studied the question think 
it is, did the city gain or lose through 
having saloons, and how much?

HEZEKIAH, THE GOOD KING 

During the reign of the last king of 
Israel Hezekiah became the king of 
Judah. His father, Ahaz, had been a 
very wicked king. It is said that he 
built altars to heathen gods in every 
corner of Jerusalem, and that he 
offered his own sons as sacrifices to 
the horrid god Moloch. He was much 
troubled by the Syrians and by the 
people of Israel, who conquered him 


in war, and he finally appealed to 
Tilgath-pileser, king of Assyria, for 
help. That was a foolish thing to do, 
for the Assyrians demanded much 
gold and silver and gave no help in 
return. : 

When Hezekiah became king he 
cut down the altars to idols which his 
father had built, and he showed that 
he meant to serve the Lord, and him 
only, and to obey his commandments. 

Do you remember the story of the 
time when the people of Israel in the 
wilderness were bitten by fiery ser- 
pents? Moses made a serpent of brass 
and raised it upon a pole. Why? 
Read Numbers 21:4-9. Read 2 Kings 
18:4, and you will see what 
Hezekiah did with that brass ser- 
pent, and why he did it. Heze- 
kiah cleansed the temple, which had 
been closed and neglected and filled 
with rubbish of all kinds. Then 
he called the people together, and 
they kept a solemn feast to the Lord 
for two weeks, and “there was great 
joy in Jerusalem; for since the time 
of Solomon the son of David king of 
Israel there was not the like in 
Jerusalem.” ; 

After this Hezekiah rebelled against 
the king of Assyria, and refused to 
pay the tribute which his father had 
promised to Tilgath-pileser. To pun- 
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ish him Sennacherib, the new Assyr- 
ian king, came into Judah, and when 
our story begins he had taken all the 
walled cities except Jerusalem. You 
can see that Hezekiah had reason to 
be both worried and troubled, for he 
must have known that the next thing 
Sennacherib would do would be to 
attack Jerusalem. 


THE LESSON STORY 

Hezekiah offers to pay tribute to 
Sennacherib, and gives him the silver 
and gold from the temple. 2 Kings 
18 ; 13-16. 

Sennacherib is not satisfied, and 
sends three officers and many soldiers 
with a message to Jerusalem. 2 Kings 
18:17. 

Hezekiah sends three of his officers 
to receive the message. 2 Kings 18: 
18-21. 

The people are crowded on the 
wall listening to the insolent officers 
of Sennacherib, who speak purposely 
in the Hebrew language that they 
may understand; but the people 
obey the king and made no reply, 
2 Kings 18: 36. 

When the report is brought to Heze- 
kiah he goes to God for help, and 
sends word also to Isaiah, the prophet 
of the Lord. 2 Kings 18:37; 19:1, 2. 

The comforting message which 
Isaiah sends to Hezekiah. 2 Kings 
19 : 32-34. 

The prophecy comes true. 2 Kings

THE STORY OF THE YEARS 
BETWEEN 


It was a terrible calamity to the 


nation when Josiah, king of Judah, 
died. He was still a young man when 
the Egyptians came from their coun- 
try and passed along the coast of 
Palestine on their way to fight against 
the Syrians in the north. It may be 
that Josiah thought that the Egyp- 
tians on their way back would attack 
him, and that he might as well begin 
the fight and settle it one way or the 
other. We do not know what his 
reason was for undertaking to fight 


- the Egyptians, but if you read 


2 Chronicles 35:20, 21, you will see 
that the king of Egypt did not wish 
to fight against Josiah. Verses 22-24 | 
tell the end of the sad story. 

Jehoahaz, son of Josiah, was made 
king when his father died. He reigned 
only three months, and then was 
taken captive by Pharaoh-neco, king 
of Egypt, and all the land was made 
to pay tribute. Josiah had another 
son whose name was Eliakim. Neco 
made him the king of Judah and 
changed his name to Jehoiakim. 
2 Chronicles 36:5 tells how old he 
was when he began to reign, how 
long he reigned, and what kind of a 
man he was. 


THE PROPHET JEREMIAH 


When the boy Josiah became king 
of Judah the boy Jeremiah, who was 


ee SL 
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about the same age, was growing up 
in the home of Hilkiah, the priest, in 
a little village not far from Jerusalem. 
When Josiah had been king for thir- 
teen years God called Jeremiah to 
begin his work. In telling of his call 
Jeremiah says that he answered, “I 
know not how to speak; for I am a 
child.” But the Lord said to him: 
“Say not, I am a child; for to whom- 
soever I shall send thee thou shalt 
go, and whatsoever I shall command 
thee thou shalt speak. Be not afraid 
because of them; for I am with thee to 
deliver thee.” So the prophet gave 
his message bravely. The people 
hated him because they were doing 
wicked things and he reproved them. 
When Jehoiakim had been reigning 
about four years the prophet was put 
in prison. He had a good friend and 
helper named Baruch, who was al- 
lowed to visit the prophet in prison. 
To him Jeremiah told some of the 
things that he would have said if he 
had been able to go about among the 
people, and Baruch wrote them down. 
Then Jeremiah said to him, ‘You go 
and read these words to the people 
when they are gathered together for 
the feast, and,” he added, “it may be 
that when they hear these things they 
will return every one from his evil 
way.” 
THE LESSON STORY 

When Micaiah hears what Baruch 
reads he goes and tells the princes 
about it.. Jeremiah 36: 11-13. 


The princes send for Baruch to 
bring the roll and read it to them. 
Jeremiah 36: 14-18.

WARNINGS THAT WERE NOT HEEDED 
All through the long years of the 
kingdom of Judah faithful prophets 


told the people over and over again 
that if they kept on worshiping idols 
and living in constant disobedience to 
the heavenly Father as they were 
doing, their kingdom would be de- 
stroyed. When the kingdom of Is- 
rael was destroyed and the people 
carried away into captivity, the 
prophets of Judah said: ‘‘You see 
what is happening to your brothers 
in the northern kingdom. Just that 
same thing will happen here unless 
you repent and turn away from your 
evil ways.” But the people would 
not listen, or if they did the only 
effect of the message was to make 
them angry at the prophet who gave 
it. They persecuted the faithful men 
who were trying to save them, and 
sometimes even put them to death. 
Jeremiah was imprisoned more than 
once, and his life was threatened 
many times, for during the last years 
before Jerusalem was finally taken 
and destroyed, he ceased not to warn 
the king and nobles of the punish- 
ment that was: surely coming upon 
the nation. He was looked upon as 
an enemy of his people, and really a 
traitor to their best interests. This 
was because he told the king what 
was perfectly true—that he could 
never hold Jerusalem against Nebu- 
chadnezzar; and because he advised 
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what was very wise—that the king 
yield the city to Nebuchadnezzar be- 


fore he was compelled to do so, since — 


in that way he could prevent a great 
deal of suffering and save many lives. 


THE FIRST CAPTIVITY OF JUDAH 

Toward the end of his reign Je- 
hoiakim decided that he would not 
pay tribute any longer to the king of 
Babylon. This brought Nebuchad- 
nezzar to Jerusalem with his army, 
but before he reached the city Je- 
hoiakim was dead, and his son 
Jehoiachin was on the throne. His 
reign lasted only three months, for 
Nebuchadnezzar took the king and 
many of the princes, officers, soldiers, 
and skilled workmen as captives to 
Babylon. Among these captives was 
the prophet Ezekiel. 

The man whom Nebuchadnezzar 
made king over the people left in 
Jerusalem was Zedekiah, another son 
of Josiah. For eleven years he ruled 


‘the people, but he did evil in the 


sight of the Lord, and so helped to 
hasten the Honimiction of the king- 
dom.
